RABBI ATTACKS 
BRYAN’S STAND 
ON EVOLUTION 


Dr. Mann Say 
Are Wrong. 


Dr. L. L. Mann, rabbi of Sinai con- 
gregation, declared before an audience 
of 2,000 yesterday that evolution is 
as firmly established as the law of 
gravitation.. He called the action of 
William Jennings Bryan in promoting 
the laws recently enacted in Tennes- 
gee and Oklahoma against the teach- 


ing of evolution an “ emotional jazz.” 
One emphatically uttered sentence 
was, “To outlaw evolution makes for 
academic hypocrisy and reveals the 
sinister influence of the church on the 
state.’’

a@ part of the announced subject of his 
sermon, “Is man descended from a 
monkey?” Dr. Mann declared em- 
phatically his belief that man is de- 
scended from the anthropoild ape. 


Not Against Shakespeare. 

“Tf an amoeba through millions of 
lears finally develops into a Shakes- 
peare it is highly complimentary to 
the amoeba and in no way subtracts 
from Shakespeare,” he said. 

Dr. Mann took his text from a para- 
phrase of Lincoln's Gettysburg speech 
and applied it to our duty regarding 
Thomas Huxley whose centenary he 


1 recognized in his sermon. 


“It is for us to dedicate ourselves,” 
he said, “ to the unfinished work which 
Huxley so nobly advocated.”  , 
Politics Behind Laws. 

“While Tennessee and Oklahoma are 
among the less favored in éducation 
or oan of our states,”’ Dr. Mann 6on- 
tinued, “it may be possible to pass 
the same laws in other states. I am 
told on good authority that the whole 
plan is in reality political and is in- 
tended to take the minds of the people 
off matters of the state that ought to 
be considered. In any case the mak- 


‘ting of such a law is a recrudescence 


of medievalism. 

“Evolution does not destroy faith 
in the Bible but a law against the’ 
teaching of evolution makes a fetish 
out of the Bible and results in bibliol- 
atry.
